Yellow fever is the disease which, 
Dr. Flexner said, may become the 
first exception to a rule, prevailing 
thus fav that no epidemic disease 
has been made, by the conscious ef- 
forts of man, to disappear entirely. 

He also told of the progress made 
in the fight on cancer, saying that 
medical research was “‘gradually get- 
ting into a position of strategic su- 
periority’ in its attack on this 
plague, although the ultimate goal 
may still be far distant. 


Discusses Endemic Diseascs. |. 
Dr. Flexner spoke of infantile par- 
alysis, cerebro-spinal meningitis and 
influenza, mentioning the last two 
as instances of diseases which may 
at times be endemic, or existent in 
only a comparatively few cases, and 
may at other times and places be- 
come epidemic, 


tory, in the human body, and its 
products in gland secretions, with 
the effect of these secretions on the 
body. 

Several hundred persons, includ- 
ing delegates to the convention and 
St. Louis educators and physicians, 
heard Dr. Flexner’s talk. His an- 
nounced topic was “Certain Prob- 
lems of Medical Research.” 

‘We have thought sometimes of 
epidemics,” the speaker said, “as oc- 
curring chiefly among the backward 
races, but influenza cost the United 
States 600,000 to 800,000 lives, an1 
its death list in the world was prob- 
ably greater than that of war, coun- 
ing among the latter both the deaths 
resulting directly from war and those 
resulting indirectly. 

“In 1916, polio-myelitis, or infa- 
tile paralysis, appeared in the east- 
ern states, there being 20,000 cases 
in New York State asone. The tragic 
result of this disease remained in the 
permanent crippling of many chil- 
dren. Some years earlier, an epi- 
demic of cerebro-spinal meningitis 
was very costly in lives.

How Meningitis Was Handled.

with the crowding together of men 
under conditions of poor ventilation,

Cancer Research Well Endowed. 


‘We receive many appeals to turn 
our time and resources to the study 
The fact is that cancer

progress has been too slow to satisfy 
the public demand, which is stimu- 
lated by public fear of this disease. 

‘‘Has the knowledge that we have 
gained sufficed to cure cancer? In 
no absolute sense. But a long-pre- 
liminary period of research has ac- 
cumulated facts as to the biological 
and other conditions which permit 
cancer to develop. 

“The mouse is subject to cancer, 
and the disease can be induced in 
mice by inoculation. Cancer in mice, 
in microscopical structure and path- 
ological character, is tdentical with 
cancer in men. The treatment of 
mice, by the controlled X-ray and 
radium, has taught us a great deal. 

“Tam not here to raise false hopes 
or make sensational statements. The 
ultimate goal may be a long way off, 
but we are gradually getting into a 
situation of strategic superiority, as 
to cancer. A body of exact informa- 
tion is being built up which may be 
focused on this great problem of 
human pathology.”

dimension was “quickness,’ meas- 


ured in miles of atomic movement 
per second; that “space bends,”’ and 
light has tue same compliant qual- 
ity. With this much information to 
start on, it seemed that Dr. Ames 
should be able to make everything 
clear. 

But when Dr. Ames was asked ves- 
terday for an abstract of his talk, 
putting the Kinstein theory in popu- 


ljlar form, he replied: 


“It can’t be done. There are only 
12 men living who understand the 
Einstein theory. I do not profess to 
be one of the 12. There is no way of 
putting this matter in language 
which the reading public will under- 
stand. The scientific men of the 
world are still in a haze as to its ex- 
act nature.” 

Dr. Ames’ paper accorded with his 
statement, for it contained very little 
that had a definite meaning to the 
layman.He said Einstein believed that 
the Newton theory, based on the fall 
of an apple, needs revision, and that 
he is still conducting experiments in 
Berlin to this end. One of the fea- 
tures of his theory is that a planet 
does not travel in a fixed elliptical 
orbit, but varies this orbit from year 
to year. 

But the speaker told an interesting 
incident about Albert Einstein him- 
self. He was on the teaching staff of 
the University of Berlin at the out- 
break of the war, and was one of the 
tew German scholars who refused to 
sign the ‘professors’ manifesto” 
1914, which upheld the 
Germany and denied facts of record 
about the conduct of the German 
army in Belgium. Some of the most 
noted scholars of Germany perma- 
nently discredited themselves with 
the outside world by signing this 
document. Einstein opposed the war 
throughout, Dr. Ames said, and is a 
worker for the maintenance of re- 
publican government in Germany. 


One of the scientists, Dr. Wilbur 
Price of Minneapolis has recently 
returned from Russia. He  hap- 
pened to dine at the same plate on 
Leon Trotzky and his description of 
Trotzky’s table manners is interest- 
ing. “It is nothing uncommon for 
him,” says Dr. Price, ‘‘to flick the

In consequence of the polemic 
raised by the Cardinal's journey 
and the publication of his letters, 


“On My Return From Rome,” the 
occupying power redoubled the rigor 
of its measures affecting the clergy. 
In close succession several priests 
and clerics were arrested. The fury 
of the German police was let loose 
especially against the great educa- 
tional estabéishments at Brussels. 
On March 19, 1916, a search, accom- 
panied by a good deal of uproar, 
was made at the College of St. 
Michael. : 
Secret Newspaper: Found. 

At 5:30 in the morning a hundred 
policemen and soldiers made a raid 
on the establishment. In spite of 
the most minute search, lasting till 
midday, they only succeeded in dis- 
covering and carrying off as booty 
some coples of the famous secret 
patriotic newspaper Libre Belgique 
(Freo Belgium). Nevertheless 
Frere Devroye, rector of the college, 
who had just come out of prison, 
Was again arrested. 

But that arrest did not efface the 
memory of the exceedingly pointed 
regular features of Libre Belgique. 

"The price of this number,” de- 
clared a line at the top of page one, 
‘4s elastic, from zero to _ infinity. 
Dealers are requested not to surpass 
the limit.” 

The “masthead” bore this quota- 
tion from Burgomaster Max of’ Brus- 
eels, “We accept provfsionally the 
sacrifices which are imposed upon 
us and await patiently the hour of 
reparation,’ and this announcement 
by Cardinal Mercier, “Toward the

The Governor-General, in order to 
show plainly that in pursuing the 
clergy he had chiefly the Cardinal 
in view, inserted an official notice in 
the German press and the censored 
Press of Belgium that arrests had 
been made in an ecclesiastical estab- 
Hshment where the Cardinal had 


Wants Priests to Behave. 
“T need hardly tell your eminence 


so'that no one more than the Gover- 


nor-General depldéres the necessity 
of enforcing the code against priests. 
He regrets to see the clergy thus 
losing the respect and sullying the 
dignity appertaining to the eccles- 
lastical state. For this reason it is 
most desirable that for the future 
priests should not commit 
breach of the law and that thus the 
occupying power should not be con- 
strained to inflict punishment on 
them. As justice must pursue its 
‘course with impartiality, it is only 
by preventing measures that it ‘is 
possible to avoid the consequences 
resulting from the political action of 
the clergy, and to gain that end 
there is only one means, namely, 
that ecclesiastical authority should 
see to it that the clergy confine 
themselves to their religious duties. 

“The Governor-General has pre- 
viously tried to gain some co-opera- 
tion toward this end.

PROHIBITION AND JURY TRIALS. 

Not until the multitudinous agents of the Federal 
Government descend upon us in force to execute the 
prohibition law will we perceive the lengths to which 
intolerance has been carried in this legislation. We 
have previously pointed out that the act of Oct. 27, 
1919, attempts to set aside a fundamental principle in 
our legal system, relating to criminal law, in shift- 
ing the burden of proof to the accused and thus de- 
nying him the presumption of inno@ence. 

Little by little other features of this remarkable act 
come to light which render it almost past belief that 
the American Congress could ever have passed it. 

Appropriately, so far as enumeration is concerned, 
it will be found in section 23 of the act that trial by 
jury is abolished, in spite of the fact that the Con- 
stitution declares “The trial of all crimes shall be by

jury;” and in its place is substituted procedure by in- 


marily to punish by fine of not less than $500 nor 
more than $1000 or by imprisonment of not less than 
30 days nor more than 12 months, or by both. 
Injunction, as everyone knows, is purely an equity 
proceeding which has grown up for use on extraordi- 
nary occasions, to prevent irreparable injury to 
property where the law is not adequate'to the grant- 
ing of speedy protection. It was never designed as a 
supplement to criminal law, although it must be con- 
fessed that courts have so applied it in punishing as- 
sault, arson and the like, growing out of labor dis- 
turbances. This abuse, however, has been largely 
corrected in Federal practice by an act of 1914, which 
prescribes jury trials in all cases of indirect contempt. 
It is ludicrous to reflect that in the peculiarly 
odious crimes against life and chastity the accused 
may not be denied a trial by jury, but that the pos- 


session and sale of intoxicating liquors, involving no| | 


moral turpitude per se, is of such enormity as to/| 


_ justify summary punishment by. a Judge-alone. 


The excuse for this provision is that juries might, 
not convict; that public sentiment might not sustain. 


We have not solved one after-the-war problem. We 
have not strengthened one of the war-weakened | 
timbers in our splendid structure of democracy. We | 
have not tried to realize one of our aspirations for a/ 
better adjustment of relations, industrial, social or 
political, to which the war work of the nation| 
gave birth. We have not garnered any of the rich | 
spiritual, moral or material fruits of the war. We 
have not changed the conditions of war or removed 
a restriction of war. We have added restrictions to 
restrictions in makeshift remedies for after-the-war 
evils. 

With profound unrest and widespread agitation for 
a readjustment of the relations of labor and capital | 
on a rational, democratic, just basis of efficient co- | 
operation, we have resorted to makeshifts. With a 
stee] strike that shortened production in a time of 
dire need, with a nation-wide coal strike which 
threatened the life of the’nation and with the be-| 
ginning of a strike and the menace of a greater strike 
which would paralyze transportation, we have re- 
sorted to temporary and uncertain expedients. We 
have béen utterly lacking in constructive measures. 
In adjusting our relations with other peoples— 
peoples whom we helped to win the war, to whom our | 
war aims and efforts brought freedom and with, 
whom we were pledged to co-operate in making the | 
world better—we have done nothing. We have hes!- | 
tated timidly on the threshold of peace and recon-| 
struction. We have fought blindly and passionately 
among ourselves over words and over selfish claims 
of credit and advantage. 

The one thing we did was to waste a large part of 
the year providing for the enforcement of war-time 
prohibition after the war was over. 

What a record for a great democracy—the ex- 
emplar and leader and champion of democracy. From 
the banner bearer of democracy we have become the

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MR. VILLARD ON MORNING NEWSPAPERS. 

The superior position of the evening newspaper, 
arising out of its earlier presentation of important 
news and also from an assured place in the home 
rather than in the street car or business office, is 
assigned by Oswald Garrison Villard, former editor 
of the New York Evening Post, as a reason for the 
diminution in the number of morning newspapers. 

However, he found other and lesser reasons. One 
is the universal tendency toward consolidation, which 
is felt in the newspaper business as well as in other 
lines. A third is the present high cost of ali mate- 
rials entering into newspaper production, which im- 
poses a further though temporary handicap on morn- 
ing newspapers in the unequal competition with eve- 
ning newspapers. 

Discussing the latest morning paper to disappear 
from the field, the St. Louis Republic, whose passing | 
is the more regretted because no other paper now! 
Surviving has maintained, during more than 110 
years, the Republic’s precise relation to the city and 
State in which it is published, Mr. Villard said: 

There {is another reason why I regard the ten- 
dency to consolidate the morning newspapers into 
too narrow a circle to’ be a dangerous one. If the 
people of the cities throughout the country are to 
be limited to one newspaper, it is essential that 
that paper should not be controlled in any way by 
the big interests. Even so it would be a gravs

Year-End Session in New York 
Reflects Active Buying 
Demand. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
View today, says: 

“The stock market is often [fn the 
habit of celebrating the last day of 
the year by a burst of rising prices, 
much in the manner of Broadway's 
celebration in the evening. Such a 
market has occurred on Dec. 31, in 
each of the two or three past years, 
and in many of their predecessors, 
and it occurred today. Prices were 
bid up (again in line with familiar 
precedent) in the face of fight money 
on the Stock Exchange; the rate got 
up to 25 per cent today. 

“At the start the market was con- 
fused in its movement, some stocks 
declining while others advanced. 
There were sudden and rapid turns 
in each direction; but the market's 
trend was unmistakable. The buying 
was persistent and at times excited: 
the volume of trading was very large, 
and in the closing hour or two the 
upward movement went on at a 
vigorous pace. The notable gains 
were in the industrials, but the rail- 
Ways also moved up. 

“Despite the continued stringency 
of money the foreign exchange mar- 
ket held steady today, with rates on 
London and Paris. The really inter- 
esting incident in exchange was a 
$2,000.000 shipment of gold export 
to India. During October, the United 
States sent no less than $21.300.000 
gold to that destination: since then, 
the movement has slackened: but the 
indication seems to be that another 
substantial outflow is now to occur, 

“AS a matter of fact, our importa- 

tions from British India (chiefly rub- 
ber) in the 10 months of 1919, thus 
far reported on, exceeded our exporis 
to that country by no less than $187.- 
000,000; and along with that mer- 
chandise balanre of our own must be 
considered England’s $200,000,000 sur- 
plus of imports over exports, in her 
trade with the same country. It is 
only through our own shipment to 
India of more than $100.000.000 si)l- 
ver, in the present year, that the ex- 
change position has been kept in 
even temporary equilibrium. This |‘ 
Question of Oriental trade and Or- 
iental exchange will be one of the 
highest interesting economic prob- 
lems of 1920, 
‘There were no fresh dev elopments 
in the news; there rarely are on the 
last day of the vear. The New York 
Reserve Bank's increase from 414 per 
cent to 4% in its rediscount charge 
on trade acceptances. and short-term 
Government certificates, is mereiy 
the concluding step in bringing the 
bank rate into uniformity on all 
kinds of banking loans. Whatever 
else may be said of the Reserve SVS- 
tem's position, the awkward and dan- | 
gerous anomaly of a very low prefer- 
ential rate on Government collateral] 
is now done away with. 

“The Iron Age, looking forward to 
the new year. lays emphasis on a 
probable shortage of Supplies. Large 
impending orders from the railways 
will come on a situation in which 
there is little prospect of increased 
output from the mills, yet in which 
those mills are carrying into the new 
year so large a tonnage on their or- 
der books as actually to preclude 
early acceptance of new business.”
